HOW THE RED CROSS 
QUOTA IS FIGURED 


The County quota to be raised for 
Red Cross, is $2,137.00, Mr. George 
Hutchins of “Flint, Regional Red 
Cross Director, explained to the 
volunteers attending the coffee hour 
on February 28th just how this 
amount was arrived at. He stated 
the National organization estimates 
its expenses. This figure is pro- 
rated on all Red Cross Chapters. 
Each local chapter in turn esti- 
mates its needs and the two fig- 
ures are totalled. 

Mrs. Howard Morse, County 
Chairman, welcomed those attend- 
ing. the coffee and introduced Mrs. 
Joseph White, this year’s fund 
drive chairman, who spoke ¢on- 
cerning the drive which began 
March Ist. 

Thirty-seven percent of the local 
quota is slated for national needs. 
A short movie -by Mr. Hutchins 
pointed up the reason why. The 
reel showed how assistance is 
handled for service men and for 
‘People invalved in disasters. 

Mr. Hutchins explained that al- 
most forty-four million dollars have 
been spent on disaster victims in 
the past 2% years. Seventeen mill- 
ion was spent as a result of hurri- 
cane Betsy alone.

The budgets 
have to be*set up almost 2 years 
ahead, which causes problems. For 
instance a yearly budget of one 
million dollars was estimated for 
Red Cross work in East Asia.

A strange, and to many, a disturbing as well as un- 
wrecedented development is taking place in the Viet 
Yam conflict. It began with a visit to Hanoi by a New 
Tore Times correspondent who reported that American 
jombs have leveled North Vietnamese villages and kill- 

d numbers of civilians. His report has appeared wide- 
'y in Western nations, where freedom of the press offers 
.forum for views on all sides—a situation that does not 
‘xist in communist nations, where the press is merely a 
pokesinan for the party in power. 

Hanoi, it appears, has now concluded that it is good 
trategy to utilize our freedom of the press to gain world 
ympathy. It has opened the door to journalists and 
hotographers. Evidently the communists hope to stall 
\merican air power with words, pictures and propagan- 
la, all aimed at building up the belief-that the U.S. Air 
‘orce is committed to indiscriminate bombing. It is said 
hat very likely Hanoi will soon also let an American 
ews team take pictures for American television audi- 
nees of what the bombing looks like from the victim’s 
ide. There is little doubt that this new strategy of the 
ommunists will not only add to the difficulties of Am- 
rican forces but will also divert attention from the 
srrorism and desruction visited on South Viet Nam by 
ye communists. 

A late issue of U. 5. News and World Report gives a 
ow of the basic facts: “While —civitian 
‘orth have run to a few hundred, the number of civil: 
ins killed by specific Red attacks in the South since 
957 runs to 11,000 actually counted—and many thous- 
nds more uncounted. The communists used bombs, 
sullets. mines, grenades and shells, and their killing of 
‘ivilians is deliberate, not accidental. In the words of 
J.S. News: “During this past year, government officials 
‘eport, nearly 400 civilian officials were singled out by 
che Viet Cong and assassinated. About 1,300 other civ- 
ilians were killed apparently for no particular reason. 
Some 3,700 civilians were kidnaped during the year. 
Few of the kidnaped ever return.” In addition, the 
Viet Cong themselves report that in the four years from 
January, 1961, to January, 1965, they destroyed more 
than 7,000 villages. 

‘As to the charge of indiscriminate bombing which to 
date ‘he communists claim has killed 89 civilians in the 
vicinity of Hanoi, a spokesman for the Defense Depart- 

nent observed, “We have no possible way of ascertain- 
ing wh igure of 89 is an accurate one
